Arabic last evening he said that hia uoiae 
was Madani, and that ho was a Bedoniu of 
tbo I ribs of Hlgha, who livo on the borders 
of Algiers and Tunis and are under the

Bald tho Bedouin, "when I did not care 
whether tho vessel went down or not, BO 
great was tho agony which I suffered, hut 
the remembrance

them kept up my 


.spirits." 
When the prisoners arrived in 


(Jflyeuue their beards were shaved, a treat- 
ment which amounts to an outrage upon nn 
nrthodox follower of the prophet. "For 
the past ten years I was obliged to shave it, 
tint! I have shaved it since niy escape 
more oat of habit," 
Madam remarked 


by way of apology for still following tho 
custom of the hated infidel; "but I mean to 
let it grow now, BO that when I get home 
my family will see mo as I was when tho 
French took me away," ho added. 
Then 


resuming tho thread of his history ho said 
the prisoners were assigned to 
different 


kinds of work. The food given thorn was 
of poor quality and the treatment was very 
rigorous. If the prisoners complained thoy 
were put in irons and locked up. Never- 
theless, they wero given opportunities of 
earning money for themselves, and some of 
them were ablo to make ns much as $"> a 
month, which they carefully saved np. 


t'here were many Frenchmen among the 


prisoners, and a bond of sympathy seems to 
have been formed between tho French con- 
victs 
and 
Mohammedans, 
for Madani 


entered into a secret plot with two French, 
men to escape. 
"A strict writch was kept 


upon the^prisoners," said Madani. 
"but 


money will open many doors and 
close 


tue eyes of guards. 
And so we nil saved 


up every inito that we could earn until wo 
had about a thousand 
francs among us. 


We took a Senegal negro, who was also n 
prisoner there, into our confidence. 
We 


bought a boat for (!00f., and gave the guards 
several hundred fi'ftues ; and so one evening 
every one was out of the way, and we quiet- 
Ijr walked down to the beach, where wo 
found our boat laden with some provisions 
and water. 
We got in and rowed awny 


((ilietly. We put out toward Domeroro and 
wero six days on the way. 
How did wo find 


the way? we ascertained in which direction 
Dernerara lay, and set our eyec toward that 
point, guiding ourselves by tho sun in tho 
uay and by tho stars nt night. This was 
fourteen months ago." 
On 
landing at 


Ddmerara the escaped prisoners sought work 
and earned a little money. 
They theu 


went to Trinidad, where they stayed some 
lime, and there spout their last money in 
securing passage on board a steamer which 
brought them to New York about six weoks 
ago. Madani was clothed iu light cotton 
garments, as are worn ia tropical countries, 
cmd when the vessel 
entered tho colder 


latitudes ho suffered greatly from tho change 
of temperature and 
contracted a violent 


cold. On arriving in New York he was 
tnlieu to a place (probably CJastio 
Gar- 


den) 
where 
ho 
wns 
fed 
and kept for 


a 
day 
or 
two 
and 
then 
soul lo a 


hospital on the river, where ho wns kept 
some time and 
theu 
discharged. 
He 


wandored about tho streets nnd again caught 
cold. 
He was unable to make his wants 


known to any. one until ho was taken in 
charce and conveyed 
to the New York 


hospital. 
He complained of violent pain 


in the left chest, in tho legs and shoulders ; 
iu fact, ho felt pains all over his body, he 
said. 
He sighed as he talked of his wife and 


children, and prayed that Clod might lot 
him live long enough lo see them ouco 
more. "How far is it to Tunis ?" he eagerly 
asliod. 
When told about twenty days' sail 


by steamer, ho naked what it would "cost to 
lake hiffl'thero. 
How he was to raise the 


money to pay his passage he had uo idea. 
J,io could not speak the laugiinge of tho 
country, wns sick, weak and penniless, and 
threw himself on the mercy of Hod, re- 
peating tho Moslem prayer of danger or
